(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES  : 

These  remain  unchanged. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  : 

The  whole  of  the  District  possesses  ambulance  facilities. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  (Great  Ayton  Division) 
serves  the  greater  part  of  the  District,  and  the  Council  now  makes 
an  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the1  Division. 

An  agreement  is  made  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  whereby 
the  Parish  of  Yarm  has  the  use  o;f  the  Corporation  ambulance  for 
purposes  other  than  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  District  are 
removed  by  the  ambulance  of  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  to 
the  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital,  Middlesbrough. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  : 

In  all  Parishes  the  District  Nurse  also  undertakes  midwifery.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER. 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  which  now  supply  the  area 
have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Close  attention  has 
been  paid  to  any  action  on  lead.  The  analyst’s  reports  during 
the  year  have  been  satisfactory. 

Chlorination  : — During  the  year  two  Hypochlorinators  were 
connected  to  the  Council’s  Supply.  One  was  installed  in  a  hut 
on  the  East  side  of  Ingleby  Greenhow  Village  and  connected  !to 
the  5”  delivery  main  from  the  reservoir.  The  second  is  situated 
at  Scugdale  and  connected  to  the  4”  delivery  main  immediately 
below  the  reservoir. 

Since  the  connections  were  carried  out  tests  have  regularly 
been  made  to  ensure  there  is  no  excess  chlorine  in  the  supply 
to  the  consumers. 

Details  of  all  supplies  of  water  in  the  Council’s  area  are 
appended  hereto.

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(ii;  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  been  maintained 
in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  severe  frosts  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  careful 
attention  had  to  be  made  to  the  works.  I  am  pleased  to  report^ 
that  they  were  \ maintained  satisfactorily  and  no  serious  damage 
was  experienced. 


No.  1  and  No.  2  Pump  Houses,  Stokesley  : — Pumps  at  these 
works  had  been  operating  continuously  for  over  10  years  and  it 
was  found  necessary  to  change  the  impellers  for  two  3”  pumps 
and  one  6”  pump.  While  this  work  was  in  progress  la  15  H.P. 
motor  for  the  5”  pump  was  thoroughly  overhauled,  windings  re¬ 
newed  and  the  commutators  were  refaced.

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

Refuse  Collection  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  in  eleven 
Parishes.  For  this  purpose  a  “Dennis”  9  c.yd.  and  a  “Karrier 
Bantam”  7  c.yd.  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  are  employed.  A 
weekly  collection  is  made  of  wet  pans  and  dust  bins.  Ashpits 
are  emptied  at  no  longer  periods  than  one  month. 

Despite  the  severe  weather  and  heavy  falls  of  snow  and 
frosts  that  were  experienced  during  six  weeks  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  the  services  were  maintained  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  Karrier  Vehicle  was  involved  in  a  fire  and  was  off  the 
road  for  approximately  six  weeks.  During  this  period  work  was 
carried  out  by  a  horse-drawn  pan  cart  supplemented  by  extra 
loads  with  the  Dennis  Vehicle.

Based  on  the  above  averages  this  means  that  in  the  case 
of  the  Dennis  vehicle  a  visit  is  being  made  every  2J  minutes 
and  in  the  case  of  the  Karrier  vehicle  every  3  minutes.  When 
it  is  considered  that  this  time  includes  travelling  to  tip,  disposal, 
and  maintenance  of  tip,  I  consider  the  figures  very  satisfactory. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip,  Quarry 
Farm,  Nunthorpe.  This  is  a  disused  Whinstone  Quarry  and  con¬ 
trolled  tipping  is  carried  out. 

Definite  changes  in  refuse  have  taken  place  since  organised 
Salvage  has  been  carried  out  and  the  material  to :  be  tipped  con¬ 
sists  mainly  of  ashes  and  night  soil.  Owing  to  there  being 
practically  no  tins  and  glass  in  night  soil  there  is  now  a  demand! 
for  this  material  by  farmers.  Consequently  long  hauls  to  the 
point  of  disposal  are  being  reduced  and  arrangements  are  in  hand 
in  several  parishes  to  tip  on  convenient  fields  .and  this  valuable 
material  is  being  used  as  manure. 

(iii)  SALVAGE  : 

The  duties  of  Salvage  Collection  which  have  been  carried 
out  by  this  department  have  been  very  ably  assisted  by  Voluntary 
Salvage  Wardens.  28  Salvage  Wardens  have  been  appointed  by 
the  Council  and  they  each  operate  in  their  respective  Parishes. 
These  Wardens  have  been  a  verv  valuable  asset  and  have  relieved 

j  v 

the  work  of  the  department  considerably.  They  have  been  re¬ 
sponsible  for  organising  their  own  schemes  of  collection  and  the 
vehicles  have  collected  from  the  Parishes  as  and  when  required. 

To  assist  in  transport  of  salvaged  materials  the  Council 
uses  a  two  wheel  trailer  which  had  to  be  enlarged  during  the 
year  to  cope  with  the  increased  quantity  of  materials.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  : 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  slaughtering  has  ceased  within  the  area,  all  meat 
supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area  being  drawn  from  the  Distributing 
Centre  at  Middlesbrough  and  the  local  butchers  distributing  from 
one  centre.
